TWO BIG BARRIERS

ONE GIRL 1S KILLED 
AND OTHERS SHOCKED 


Trolley Car, Carrying Nearly Hun- 
dred Passengers, Sittruck and Four- 
teen Persons Injured—Several 
Boats Were Capsized 
in the Harbor. 


New York, August 
damage was caused by a thunderstorm 
of unusual violence, 


burst over New York and the vicinity to- 
day. 

A boat house at the foot of West One 
hundred and fifty-second street, in which 
a large number of persons had taken 
shelter, was struck by lightning, and 
M:iss Jeannette Free, aged 20 years, was 
instantly killed. A dozen other per- 
sons were rendered unconscious, but 
quickly revived, sustaining no injuries. 

Lightning Strikes Trolley Car. 

A Webster avenue trolley car, carry- 
ing nearly a hundred passengers, was 
struck, grounding through the tracks. 
Although the car and its occupants 
were unscathed, the detonation that ac- 
companied the shock caused a panic 
among the passengers, who struggled 
frantically to escape. Fourteen persons, 
almost. all women, were injured, nine 
of them so seriously that they had to 
be removed to a hospital. After the 
bolt struck, 
at high speed and most of those hurt 
received their injuries by jumping or be- 
ing pushed from the platforms. 

In the harbor the storm was cyclonic 
in its fury, and many small boats were 
were rescued Dy 


capsized. Two men 
the revenue cutter Hudson, the sloop in 
which they were sailing having foun- 
dered in the worst of the blow off Bay 
Ridge. 

Sailing Party Upset. 

Another sailing party of several per- 
sons were upset in a 35-foot sloop off 
Ellis island and were rescued by the 
immigrant steamer John E. Moore, after 
they had been clinging to the wreck for 
nearly an hour. 

Five hundred immigrants were in dan- 
ger for an hour when two barges on 
which they were brought away from 
the dock at Ellis island, were blown 
down the bay, pitching and rolling in 
the heavy sea. Three tugs grappled the 
barges and succeeded in holding them 
until the storm subdued. 

At Fort George the machinery of the 
big Ferris wheel stopped just as the 
storm broke and nearly a hundred panic 
stricken men, women and children were 
suspended aloft for fully an hour, ex- 
posed to the full fury of the wind and 
rain. 

One death and three cases of prostra- 
tion resulted from the heat, which was 
intense before the storm broke.

SECRECY VEILS 
PEACE. CONGRESS 


Japanese Envoys Insisted on 


Alleged That All Usage Favored Se- 
crecy—Witte, However, Says 
That Russia Courts the Wid- 
est Publicity Regard- 
ing Proceedings. 


Portsmouth, N. H., August 13—The,+4p- 
anese version of the origin and history 
of the decision of the plenipotentiaries 
to observe the strictest secrecy regard- 
ing the procee@ngs of the peace con- 
ference differs gaaterially from the Rus- 
sian. From 6n authoritative Japanese 
source it is learned that sccrecy was one 
of the conditions preliminarily arranged 
between the representatives of the two 
countries at Washington before the pleni- 
potentiaries arrived in this country. One 
of the chief reasons advanced by Count 
Cassini for not desiring to have the con- 
ference held in Washington wag that 
public ‘sentiment in America was hostile 
to the Russians, and that the proceed- 
ings could not be kepi out of the press. 
Therefore, he insisted if the conferences 
was to be held in the United States it 
was essential that the most rigid Sse- 
crecy be observed. The matter was the 
subject of an exchange of views between 
Count Cassini and Mr. Takahira, con- 
ducte@ through a medium which is not 
disclosed. as a result of which secrecy 
was agreed upon as a condition precedent 
to the conference. 


Usage Favored Secrecy. 

“Moreover,” said this Japarese guthori- 
ty, “all international precedent and 
tsgage favored the rule of secrecy. It 
would be manifestly improper for ua 
great international issue to be tried in 
the newspapers day by day and hour 
by hour. Publicity would necessarily 
hamper ang embarrass the negotiations. 
In the peace conference at Paris foi- 
-OWwing your Spanish-American war, that 
rule Obtained, and it was not until 
some time after the conference adjourn- 
ed that the proceedings Became public.”’ 

But in view of the world-wide inter- 
est in the negotiations and in the known 
enterprise of American journalism, Count 
Cassini and Mr. Takahira decided cihat 
it would be proper to make to the. press 
at such times as were deemed advisable 
brief formal statements agreed to by 
koth sides. All other statements pub- 
lished were to be considered unauthenti- 
Cated. It was to secure the possibility 
of secrecy that the United States placed 
at the disposal of the plenipotentiaries 
the building upon a government reservu- 
tion where to the public entrance could 
be closed. 

“It would be rather remarkable,” said 
the Japanese, “if Mr. Witte had nut 
been apprised before his arrival at Ports- 
mouth at this prelimiInsry agreement as 
to secrecy entered inty upon the par- 
ticular suggestion of Cuunt Cassini. At 
any rate when the question was ralsed 
by our plenipotentaries at the first ses- 
sion of the conference he assented and 
has not since protested.” 

Witte Courts Publicity. 

Mr. Witte, however, still insists tha: 
he courts on behalf pf the Russians the 
widest publicity of the proceedings. Fe 
said today in response to the Japantc®e 
statement: 

“I am not acquainted with the under- 
Standings which may have taken place 
before I was appoints] plenipotentiary 
for the peace negotiations. What I said 
and I repeat, is that the initiative of 
Keeping the deliberations of the confer- 
ence secret wes taken at the first meet- 
ing by the Japanese plenipotentiaries, 
It is true that the Russian plenipvoten- 
tiaries made no opposition to it, because 
the Russians did not come to America 
to defend the rights of the press. What 
I wish to have clear is that if the Jap- 
anese have nothing to the contrary 1 
am feady at any moment to publish 
the full text of all the documents <on- 
cerned in the peace conference as wel] 
as the record of the prceceedings.”’

In reporting a war, the first and most 
important question naturally arises over 
the selection of correspondents. The 
number of men qualified by nature and 
education for such a task is very lmit- 
ed. Your war correspondent must be 
physically capable of withstanding the 
hardships of the field. He must be also 
as courageous as any soldier, Indeed, his 
jot is an even harder one, because he 
must put himself in places of the greatest 
danger without the patrbtic fervor, the 
touch of the comrade’s elbow, or the 
possession of a rifle, all of which are 
large factors in making up a trooper’s 
bravery. He must be capable of deserib- 
ing what he sees accurately and graph- 
ically. He must have as large as per- 
spective as the commanding general, if 
he seeks to tell the whole story of the 
battle. 

But he may have all of these primal 
requisites and still prove a failure. He 
must be teLylermentaily a diplomat and 
capable of “ingratiating himself into the 
Sympathetic and helpful friendship ot 
those with whom he comes in contact. 
He may be an ideal representative at 
the headquartets of an American general, 
but wholly incapable of serving satisfac- 
torliy with the Russians or the Japanese 
As an illustration, all of our men on the 
Russian side speak either Russian or 
French. If they did not, they would be 
useless. At least three of them are long- 
time personal friends of General Kurvw- 
patkin. 

Above all, the war correspondent mus} 
possess in marked degree that familiari- 
ty with events and affairs which wil! 
command the confidence of those in power 
about him. His influence often extends 
beyond his primary mission of reporting 
and strays into the field of in‘ternationa!} 
dipiomacy.; For instance, dyring the 
Boxer rebellion in China, one of tl. As- 
sociated Press correspondents was sought

FOR NANCY HANKS’ GRAVE. 


A Disagreeing Commission Caused 
Delay in Beautifying the Spot. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 


The. News recently published an article 
by a staff corgespondent, setting out ine 
ngelected condition of the grounds sur- 
rounding the grave of Nancy Hanks, 
mother of Abraham Lincoln, near Lincoin 
City. The Rockport Journal has publish- 
ed a cofmmunication from Colonel J. 8. 
Wright, of Rockport, in which he speaks 
of the neglected grounds, and that the 
commission that was to have placed the 
grounds in order and cared for them 
has done practically nothing. “Not a 
dollar,”’ he says, “has been expended 
since the day of dedication; not a prow- 
ise hag been fulfilled; Spencer county is 
out for the grounds, and the organizatiaqn 
has the money g@wen for the improve- 
ment of said grounds, including the $1,000 
given by the millionaire grandson (sup- 
posed to be Robert T. Lincoln, of Chi- 
cago). Captain McKay, of Indianapolis, 
was treasurer of this fund. Spencer coun- 
ty tax payers hold that the deed to said 
land is void for want of compliance wiih 
promises made by the said Nancy Hanas 
lAncoln Memorial Association.” 

“The commission of which Colonel 
Wright. speaks,’’ said Captain Horace Me- 
Kay. “is made up of members of the 
Loyal] Legion, the Grand Army of the 
Republic, the Woman’s Relief Corps, th3 
Sons of Veterans and some other persons. 
Colone] Wright is one of the commission. 
The governor of the state is, chairman 
of the commission. Y¥ represent the Loyal 
Legion and was elected treasurer. 

“Considerable money has been paid out. 
My balance on hand ag treasurer is 
$25.37. The neglect complained of has 
come because the commission has not 
been able to agree ag to what should be 
done. The idea was to begin by doing 
something of q permanent character t9 
be added to from time to time here- 
after. The whole scheme as to what 
should be done has never been fully de 
cfded on. Some wished an iron fence 
about the place, others a stone fence, 
others a house on the hill. The governor 
should call this commission together and 
something should be done. The grave is 
in a naturally beautiful spot readily sus- 
ceptible to improvement,” 

Governor Hanly says that Captain Mc- 
Kay spoke to him about the neglected 
condition of the Nancy Hanks grave 
and says that he will call a meeting as 
soon as his other duties will permit.

WHAT TO DO IN HEAT CASES. 


New York Health Board Sends Out 
lnstructions in Different Languages. 
(From The New York Times.) 

The health board, to mitigate the suf- 
ferings of the tenement dwellers during 
the hot spell, is {SBuing circulars printed 
in several languages, describing the 
symptoms which are premonitory to heat 
stroke, or insolation, as the attack it 
technically called, as well as instructions 
for treatment. The classical symptoms 

are; 

Pain in the head, a feeling of fullness 
in the abdominal] region, nausea, a feeling 
of weakness, especially in the legs; ver- 
tgo, and dimness of vision. Surrounding 
objects. May appear of a uniform color. 
Ir the majority of instances the color is 
purple or blue, but in some cases every- 
thing appears to be red, green or white, 

If these symptoms, or any of them, ap- 
pear in exceedingly hot weather, the 
person attacked should at once seek shei- 
ter and remain quiet until the seizure 
shal] have passed. In more severe at- 
tacks with sudden onset, a physician 
should be summoned without delay. If 
none it at hand, the patient should be 
placed on a couch or bed, and the cloth- 
ing removed or loosened. Ice should 
next be applied to the body, and espe- 
cially to the abdomen, back and chest. 
At the same time, the body should be 
rubbed briskly to bring the hot blood 
to the coo] surface. 

A physician, in discussing cases of heat 
prostration said: ad 

‘“Sunstroke, heat stroke or insolation, 
as these attacks are variously called, are 
not necessarily caused by exposure to 
the direct rays of the sun. A draught 
from a furnace may be responsible for 
the seizure, or it may come from the 
radiation of heat stored up in the earth, 
or in buildings of stone and brick, or 
from pavements and asphalt sidewalks. 

“There are two classes of heat prostra- 
tions: First, the cases resulting from ex- 
cessive exposure to heat in which the 
balance of the thermal mechanism is 
upset so that fever comes on, and which 
are called cases of thermel fever, and, 
second cases, in which the body temper- 
ature is lowered nd which are techni- 
cally referred to as cases of heat exhaus- 
tion. The first class of cases frequently 
occur, but the second are rare, 

“The treatment of the two conditions 
is very dissimilar. In the thermic heat 
cases, cold is applied, and sometimes the 
best results are obtained by bleeding. In 
heat exhaustion, however, hot applica- 
tions must be used to br€ng the tempera- 
ture back to normal. Hot baths must 
be employed and hot bricks and bottles 
applied to the body. The fact that the 
skin appears cool is no indication that 
there is heat exhaustion. The tempera- 
ture must be taken to confirm the nature 
of the seizure. Those who have suffered 
attacks of heat exhaustion are slow to 
convalesce,”’
